Everything Voters Should Know 
Before June 24 Primary Election

Early voting for the 2014 Gu- 
bernatorial Primary Election be- 
gan on June 12 and will continue 
through June 19. Precinct ballot- 
ing will take place on Tuesday, 
June 24. 

The primary has drawn rela- 
tively little attention and interest. 
Voter turnout is expected to be 
low. Those who vote, however, 
will cast ballots that really do 
count, considering a low turnout, 
and what is decided can have a 





significant impact on the future 
course of our county and state 
governments. They can affect 
the nation as well. 

Only registered Democrats 
and Republicans can vote at this 
election and their choices will be 
limited to selecting the candidates 
only for their political party. For 
Democrats, there will be a full 
slate of candidates for state of- 
fices open for election, as well as 
for county offices. 





Republicans will have fewer 
choices offered, since candidates 
are lacking for many lessor of- 
fices up for election in this heav- 
ily Democratic state. 

State offices up for election 
are governor/lieutenant governor, 
comptroller, attorney general, 
representatives to congress (for 
Greenbelt this is the Fifth Con- 
gressional District), and seats in 
the Maryland General Assembly 
(for Greenbelt a state senator and 
three delegates running in Distict 
22), 

At the county level, offices 
up for election are the county 
executive, some members of the 
county council (for Greenbelt, the 
District 4 Councilmanic District, 
in which present councilmember 
Ingrid Turner must step down 
due to mandatory term limits), 
state’s attorney, clerk of the cir 
cuit court, register of wills, judge 
of the Orphans’ Court and sheriff, 

At the party level, voters will 
choose members of each party’s 
central committee.

State Representatives Give 
Their Wrap-up to Council

Greenbelt’s representatives in 
the Maryland state legislature 
presented a legislative wrap-up 
at the May 12 Greenbelt City 
Council meeting. State Sena- 
tor Paul Pinsky and Delegates 
Tawanna Gaines, Anne Healey 
and Alonzo Washington were ail 
in attendance. 

The council meeting had be- 
gun with the annual ACE (Ad- 
visory Committee on Education) 
student awards, That ceremony 
was covered in a separate article 
in last week's issue, 

Senator Pinsky said since this 
was the last year of a four-year 
term, he would highlight and 
summarize actions of the entire 
term. He described passage 
of the Gun Violence Act, the 
Dream Act, removal of the death 
penalty, the marriage equity act 
and raising the minimum wage. 

Regarding the minimum wage 
bill, Pinsky said the governor 
wanted the new $10.10 mini- 
mum wage phased in over a 
three year period. As passed, 





however, it would be phased in 
over about 4.5 years. 

He said the minimum wage 
bill did not just affect young 
people but employees of all ages 
in lower wage jobs. Raising the 
minimum wage may cause wages 
for others to rise also, he said, 

Regarding environmental is- 
sues, Pinsky said that in some 
years proposed legislation has 
been kept in a holding pattern 
but that there still have been 
some positive outcomes over the 
last eight years. He noted that 
the vision of the 22nd district 
delegation is not shared by all 
legislators across the state. 

Healey’s Comments 

Delegate Anne Healey, as se- 
nior member of the delegates, 
spoke next, She said that she, 
Tawanna Gaines and Alonzo 
Washington work as a team and 
“are formidable when they work 
together.” Healey chairs the 
House Rules Committee and sits

Council Has Worksession 
To Discuss Abell Petition

On Monday, June 23 the 
Greenbelt City Council will hold 
a worksession in the Munici- 
pal Building to discuss the peti- 
tion submitted by resident John 
Abell following the disclosure 
that a library employee had been 
convicted of possession of child 
pornography. The petition was 
submitted to council in October 
2012 and referred to the Com- 
munity Relations Advisory Board 
(CRAB). 

Police Chief James Craze and 
City Solicitor Robert Manzi also 
reviewed the petition, which was 
later referred to the Public Safety 
Advisory Committee (PSAC) and 
the Youth Advisory Committee 
(YAC). PSAC issued a report 
with its recommendations, The 
News Review was unable to de- 
termine, however, if the YAC had 
issued a report on the matter. 

Abell’s petition asked council 
to 1) inform the community of 
arrests where children have been 
the victims; 2) ask the News 
Review to include such arrests 
in the police blotter; 3) create a 
classification of jobs that should 
not be held by suspects under in- 
vestigation of child pornography; 
4) inform employers of arrests, 
asking how they will handle the 
matter; 5) use CARES and other 
city resources to educate the com- 
munity about child pornography 
and 6) encourage the court to or 
der convicted child pomographers, 
once released, into therapy. 

While the city staff and com- 
mittees reviewing the petition 





were generally open to the su; 
gestion for further education and 
that offenders receive therapy, all 
raised concerns regarding Abell’s 
other requests, for a variety of 
reasons, 

Premature Disclosure 

In a March 27, 2013, letter to 
City Manager Michael McLaugh- 
lin, Manzi advised that it would 
not be appropriate for the city to 
notify employers regarding suspects 
under arrest or under investigation 
prior to conviction, ‘These actions 
could later harm a suspect found 
not guilty. Further, Manzi advised 
such information could prejudice a 
case to the point that it would be 
impossible to obtain a conviction 
or fair trial in the environs of the 
county, Such actions could open 
the city up to claims of libel or 
slander or to claims for damages 
against the city for interfering with 
the employment of someone only 
charged with a crime. 

Manzi noted that it appears 
courts are already requiring con- 
vieted child pornographers to 
undergo therapy. If convicted 
offenders do not also register as 
sex offenders after release, they 
can be found in violation of their 
probation, which would put them 
back into the criminal justice sys- 
tem, Manzi termed this “a fairly 
substantial penalty.”

The Question: 

The city council has adopted 
a budget for the year 2015 with 
a % cent property tax increase. 
Since most of the councilmem- 
bers have been on the same job 
for more than 10 years, it would 
be interesting to look at the past 
10 years of the property tax and 
the budget in Greenbelt. 

The city budget for the fiscal 
year 2005 is less than 20 mil- 
lion, and it is a little more than 
25 million for the current fiscal 
year. The city council raised 
the property tax rate on fiscal 
year 2005 (2 cent: 2006 (5 
ents), 2008 (2 cents 011 (0.4 
cents), 2014 (1.5 cents), and 
2015 (0.75 cents). The frequen- 
cy of raising the property tax 
is more than once in every two 
years. There was a significant 
opposition to the tax increase 
for the fiscal year 2008, but 
the city council increased the 
tax rate in any ca The city 
property tax rate for the current 
fiscal year is $0.805, which will 
be increased to$0.8125 for the 
fiscal year 2015. The property 
tax rate in Greenbelt is one of 
the highest in the state of Mary- 
land.

r pharmaceutical company 
producers. 

For his claims of govern- 
ment inadequacy and the gov- 
ernment’s collaboration with 
the vaccine makers to push 
the product on the American 
people, Dr. Morris was fired on 
the grounds of insubordination 
Ultimately he was vindicated 
by being fully recompense: 
for his lost benefits and b; 
fact that the government its 
stopped the program after only 
49 million individuals had been 
vaccinated with the swine fu 
vaccine,

If the War of 1812 is almost 
over in Maryland, can the Civil 
War be far behind?

public hearing on the budget, 
adopted resolutions to provide 
for additional theater costs and 
received information about a new 
federal grant for police and the 
city’s speed camera program. 

Although a rainy evening de- 
layed some of the arrivals, Dustin 
Navarrosa and Khalfani Hall were 
on time and at the ready to help 
Mayor Emmett Jordan gavel the 
council meeting to order and lead 
the pledge to the flag. Dustin, 
the county winner, attends Mag- 
nolia Elementary School and is in 
Ms. Fernandez’s class. Khalfani 
is in Ms. Esteve's class at Robert 
Goddard School. 

Arriving somewhat later in 
the evening were finalists Aba- 
bacar Diao and Mia Donahue. 
Like Dustin, they are in Ms. 
Fernandez’s class at Magnolia 
Elementary. All the students read 
their essays and joined with fam- 
ily, friends, teachers and the city 
council for picture-taking, 

So many mayors were a tough 
act to follow, but Rusty Beeg and 
Rosita Dietrich represented the 
American Legion Post #136 Aux- 
iliary in making a presentation 
on the meaning of Memorial Day 
and distributing paper poppies 
to the council and the audience. 
Beeg explained how the paper 
poppies are made from kits, with 
veterans being paid to construct 
them, Donations made for the 
poppies go directly to programs 
for veterans. 

In another presentation, Alex- 
ander Bares, Donna Hoffmeister 
and Bill Orleans represented the 
Prince George’s Peace and Justice 
Coalition in receiving a proclama- 
tion from the mayor naming June 
Peace Month in Greenbelt. 

Public Hearing 

Also on the night's agenda 
was the second of two public 
hearings on the city manager's 
proposed Fiscal Year 2015 bud- 
get. The budget was scheduled 
for adoption on June 4. Follow- 
ing several questions from Bill 
Orleans, George Boyce spoke 
regarding discussion that had 
occurred in budget worksessions 
about installing the equipment 
necessary to cablecast city coun- 
cil and other meetings from the 
Community Center. He described 
a setup he had done with a cam- 





























corder that was sending video 
to the internet and said it could 
be done for about $100 plus the 
cost of a better microphone than 
his, He thought the costs being 
discussed were excessive and 
that it could be done in a way 
that would not only be cheaper 
but also be portable to locations 
outside center city. 

A third speaker, David Whap- 
les expressed appreciation for the 
time that goes into the develop- 
ment and review of the budget, 
as well as the complexity of 
the task. He wanted to be sure 
that the councilmembers were 
always aware, when they talked 
about adding to the budget here 
or there, that changes directly 
impact taxpayers’ budgets, which 
may not have the flexibility of 
the city’s budget. He encour- 
aged the city to take advantage 
of ways to raise funds other than 
ing taxes whenever possible. 

County Funding 

City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin made two welcome 
announcements about funding 
that County Councilmember In- 
grid Turner was able to get into 
the county’s FY 2015 budget: 
$100,000 for the Greenbelt the- 
ater renovation and $25,000 for 
the Greenbelt Community Foun- 
dation. 








Legislation 

Two pairs of resolutions to 
negotiate the purchase of prod- 
ucts and services were briefly 
introduced for first reading. They 
were scheduled to return on the 
agenda of the June 4 regular 
meeting for second reading, dis- 
cussion and adoption. Two are 
for purchase and installation of 
PayeDrain blocks — a perme- 
able pavement technology — at 
the Springhill Lake Recreation 
Center parking lot. This project 
is supported by a grant from the 
National Fish and Wildlife Foun- 
dation. 

The other two resolutions re- 
late to costs for the Greenbelt 
theater renovation project. One 
would amend the resolution ad- 
opted in February to approve 
contract costs with Gardiner and 
Gardiner. In order to include 
the cost of Pepco’s upgrade to 
the electrical panel and servi 
which could not be estimated at 

















the time of the original resolu- 
tion, as well as making other ad- 
justments and correcting an error 
in calculations, the total amount 
was increased by $153,698. Di- 
rector of Planning Celia Craze 
said that even with this increase 
the project is still below the 
original estimate. She also de- 
scribed possibilities for adjusting 
the plan of work, if necessary, 
while the revised contract aw 
state approval, The fourth resolu- 
tion would authorize the purchase 
of projection, assistive listening, 
vision and networking equipment 
for the theater. 
JAG Grant 

Captain James Parker was in 
attendance to answer questions 
about the Police Department's 
proposal to use a $12,012 Justice 
Assistance Grant (JAG) from 
the U.S. Department of Justice 
to purchase 10 ETIX (electronic 
citation printers), which will al- 
low the department to complete 
the transition to an electronic, 
paperless system. Among other 
benefits, Parker noted that ETIX 
increases accuracy in ticketing 
and means quicker stops for the 
officer and less inconvenience for 
residents, 

Speed Cameras 

Parker also gave an update on 
the speed camera program. He 
noted that the program had been 
successful in reducing speed- 
ing, giving as an example the 
fact that there was a 50 percent 
reduction in tickets written over 
2013. The highlight of his up- 
date, however, was that an ar- 
rangement has been worked out 
with the State Highway Admin- 
istration whereby the city can 
now place cameras on Greenbelt 
Road, both east and westbound, 
adjacent to Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School. Parker said this 
had been a need the Police De- 
partment had wanted to find a 
way to meet for some time, in 
part because it is difficult to 
do conventional traffic control 
on that part of Greenbelt Road, 
They had applied for a permit 
from the state to place cameras 
there in November 2012. 

“These were the ones that we 
needed most,” he said. “It just 
took us the longest time to get 
them.”

The festival committee is hop- 
ing for a seamless transition 
to the new carnival operator 
since Gaylin, owner of Rosedale 
Attractions, will be in Rich- 
mond for a nine-day event which 
includes Labor Day weekend. 
Rosedale had been bringing its 
carnival rides and con mn 
booths to Greenbelt for 59 years. 
Ivy reiterated that Sherwood is 
very similar to Rosedale and 
‘med to be the best fit for our 
festival without too much disrup- 
tion or change.”

emed by the department’s General 
Order 621. This provides for the 
release of information such as the 
type and nature of the incident; 
the location, date and time; prop- 
erty taken; the name of a homi- 
cide victim after next-of-kin have 
been notified and the name of the 
investigating officer. 

After an arrest, the police may 
release the name, age, description 
and residence of the suspect, the 
substance or text in a warrant, the 
indictment or charging document, 
the circumstances immediately 
surrounding an arrest, the posses 
jon or use of a weapon by the 
person arrested or by the police 
and the amount of bond and/or 
place of detention, 

The General Order prohib- 
its the police from releasing the 
names of persons involved in 
domestic violence, information 
that may identify the victim of 
child abuse or any sex crime or 
the identity of any juvenile who 
is a suspect or defendant in an 
incident over which juvenile court 
has jurisdiction, 

Craze wrote that identifying 
jobs that should not be held by 
suspected child sex offenders is 
outside the purview of the city 
and the police department, 

Craze noted that suggestions to 
use city resources to educate and 
inform the public regarding child 
pornography and to encourage 
courts to require therapy as part 
of sentencing seemed reasonable 
nd within the city’s power to ac- 
commodate, 

Manzi likewise had advised 
that, while there are already vari- 
ous programs available to educate 
the community, using CARES for 
this purpose would be “an appro- 
priate avenue.” 

Interim Recommendations 

In its Report 2013-2, CRAB 
recommended that CARES be 
asked to initiate a public informa- 
tion campaign to educate the com- 
munity of the dangers to children 
of being victimized by persons 
involved in initiating, collecting or 
disseminating child pornography 
and that the police department 
increase its contact with schools 
nd with other youth information 
activities to focus more directly on 
dangers to children associated with 
child pornography. The report 
noted that explicit photos taken by 
youths of themselves or of each 
other is legally considered child 
pornography. 

The PSAC deferred to the po- 
lice department’s policy for how 
to notify the public of incidents of 
child pomography. However, their 
February 4, 2014, report stated 
that it would not be appropriate to 
publicize a person's name or other 
information when they are only 
suspected of the crime. 

Noting that information about 
arrests is publicly available, the 
committee recommended against 
the city’s making extra efforts to 
publicize arrests for child pornog- 
raphy above normal procedures. 

While “we absolutely support 
our children being protected at 
all times,” PSAC wrote in their 
report, “we also need to stay 
cognizant of the extreme sensi- 
tivity of this type of crime as it 
pertains to the person accused.” 
They pointed out that releasing 
information about a person later 
found to be innocent “could have 
a devastating impact on the rest of 
his or her life.”

He advocates reducing 
business taxes to keep businesses 
from moving to other states with 
lower rates. 

Mizeur, in her campaign, has 
tended to support the O'Malley 
administration, while advocating 
a need for more to be done. She 
would legalize the sale of mari- 
juana, using the proceeds from 
taxes imposed on these sales to 
help finance education,

Peter Franchot of Silver
